Fitz.gerald. the murderer, was exei ntt-d 
on the gallows in t'.ie penitentiary annex 
just after n Idnight. At 1 !:.>') Fitzger- 
ald, accompanied by Father Logan, his 
eiiii-itual atlviNcr, walked on to the scaf- 
fold. At 12K)3 a. m. the drop fell. Th» 
murderer's neck was broken, and he was 
pronounced dead in thirteen minntee. 

William E. Fitzgerald murdered Pa- 
lice Officer William R. Freed at Youngs- 
town, Mahoning county. May 14, iwl. 
Tlie crime, although a cold-blooded af- 
fair, was not in the strictest sense of flie 
word premeditated. Fitzgerald was a 
professional burglar and all-round thief. 
He had stolen a sealskin sacque, in the 
pocket of which waa nearly $100 in 
money, from a private residence, and 
was inaking way with his booty when 
Officer Freed attempted to arrest him. 
A running fiffht between the two en- 
sued, pistok being need by both the offi- 
cer and the fngitive. Fitzgerald was 
finally cornered near the outekirte of 
the town and, tnming, shot the officer 
dead. 

He was immediately arreeted and con- 
fined in the Youn^^wn jail until hie 
trial occurred, which, by the way, was 
one of the shortest on record, tasting 
but seven days after the prisoner was 
arraigned. Fitzgerald was found guilty 
of murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to hang on Nov. 19 last. Oov- 
emor Campbell granted him a respite 
until today, in order that the supreme 
court might pasa on the case. The 
highest tnonnal sustained the vardlot 
of the Mahoning county court. 

Within the laat wedi Fitigerald hae 
made two attempts to commit suidds. 
The first wa8 on Sunday night, when he 
took a large dose of morphme which he 
had secured in tioms mysterious manner. 
He was resubcitated and careftilly 
watched since that that time, but night 
before last succeeded in making anotner 
attempt at self-destruction. On the 
last occasion his effort was desperate in 
the extreme. He placed a sharpened 
lead pencil directly over his heart and, 
holding it in a horizontal position, 
rushed madly against his cell door. The 
pencil was driven a half inch into his 
fledi, but his guard prevented the effect 
befalg fatal^ 

Shot Down by a Dcaperado.

ment that he had killed a Sergeant of 

Police in this city. It turns out that Hall 
ia wanted for killing an oflieer at Norton, 
Va. 

Ilall ia a daring desperado that figured 
for years in the bushwhacking warfare 
between the Hal! and Claib Jones fac- 
tions in Letcher County, Kentucky, and 
Wise Connty, Virginia. Captain HeAin 
know.s biin well. When the Captain was 
Deputy United States Marshal some 
years ago, he had Halt employed for sev- 
eral mouths to assist in ferretinp out the 
illicit distilleriea of Kastern Kentucky. 
In appearance he Is quite different from 
the man the papers recently pictured 
him. He is about five feet eight inches 
in height, and weighs about i:{0 pounds. 
Captain Heflin aays Colonel George 
Simonds, the newspaper man, is one of 
the very few who ever ma<le Hall throw 
up hia bands. Heflin and Simonds were 
out in the mountains one evening look- 
ing for " nioonshiners." Thev became 
separated. Simonds heard some one ap- 
proaching In the nnderbrath. Ho raised 
his rifle, and when Hall a]iproarhed, he 
waa greeted with the command to throw 
up his hands. Simonds had the " drop " 
on liitn and his lian<ls went up promptly. 
ExplanulionH followed, but iSimonds re- 
fused to ])ut implicit faith in wiiat Hall 
said. He marched the fellow in front of 
him to where Captain Heflin was. The 
latter waa somewhat surpri-'cd to find 
one of his assistanta under arrest and in 
the custody of another. 

Some tiuK! aftcrwiu ls Hall w:is re- 
ported killed by one of the Jonea faction, 
and It waa a long time before he was 
heard of. He finally turiie.l up :it Nor- 
ton, Va., where he killed an otHcer while 
resisting arrest. He fled and eluded the 
officers until n few flays ago, when he 
waa captured at .Memphis.
